The Daughters of the 
American 
Revolution dedicated the monument 
to the pioneer women of Arizona 
Thursday 
afternoon 
July 
15th 
About 
500 
people 
from Flagstaff 
and 
vicinity 
were 
present at the 
ceremonies 
The 
monument 
consists 
of 
a 
bronze tablet cemented on the side 
of a boulder five feet high 
It was 
erected on the 
old Santa 
Fe 
trail 
about ten miles from Flagstaff 
The site where the monument is 
situated is one of 
the most attrac 
tive 
in 
Arizona 
It is 
100 yards 
from the front of the forest rangers 
station where visitors unload to in 
spect the famous ancient cliff dwell- 
ings
